Transplanting Bulbs 


By GORDON LINDSAY SMITH 

Transplanting—The secret of suc- 
cess in transplanting lies in keeping 
roots moist and so far as possible 
excluded from ajr.. No matter if the 


seedling or @ ten-foot ornamental! 

It is 
not the shock-of moving so much as 
the roots drying out that kills. 

‘To prevent Uys, nurserymet pack 
all roots carefully, usually in damp 
moss, and then to make doubly sure 
they wrap tightly in burlap or oiled 
paper.
